Governor Lnoing Bobinson, to whom the 
great Tammany ovation was 
given in 
Union square lost evening, is a well pre­ 
served gentleman, in the sixty-seventh year 
of his age, and will have nearly completed 
threescore and ten at the expiration of his 
three years’ term. 
Ho has reached tho 
summit of his ambition, and is, therefore, 
free from one of the chief temptations which 
beset younger politicians who aspire to 
higher honors than they have reached. 
Governor Robinson is a solid, steady going 
business man, with talents better fitted for 
use than for show, 
and, 
although he 
has belonged in turn to both political 
parties, he has m aintained an enviable rep­ 
utation for strict integrity. 
Uis nomina­ 
tion for the Governorship last autum n was 
an unexpected honor, to which political ac­ 
cidents contributed quite as much os a 
sense of his merits. 
The favorite candi­ 
date of Governor Tilden was Mr. Dors- 
heim er; b u t this gentleman was not ac­ 
ceptable to John Kelly, and as a means 
of 
heading 
him 
off 
the 
Tammany 
Boss utilized the popularity of Horatio 
Seymour and caused him to be nomi­ 
nated 
by 
acolamation. 
Mr. 
Seymour 
did 
not choose to be made a 
foot­ 
ball in such a game, and his resolute 
refusal to accept created a fiasco and a 
crisis in the democratic party. 
In the in­ 
terval between the adjournm ent and reas­ 
sembling of the State Convention John 
Kelly adhered with customary pugnacious 
stubbornness to his determ ination to defeat 
Dorsbeimer, and it was owing to his activity 
and intrigues that the nomination fell to 
Lucius Robinson. 
After concealing his hand for some time 
Mr. Kelly at last allowed it to be known 
that Clarkson N. Potter was his candidate, 
and at Saratoga Mr. Potter was put fairly 
in the field against Dorsbeimer. 
Every 
effort was then made by Kelly to induce the 
anti-Tammany leaders to unite with him on 
Potter, and at one time the movement 
came near being a success. 
The Tilden 
managers had become alarmed at the Potter 
programme, and saw that they could no 
longer hope for Dorsheimer’s nomination. 
In consultation with Mr. Tilden before the 
Saratoga Convention 
met, it had been 
agreed, under certain circumstances, to 
bring forward Lucias Robinson, and this 
was done in tho Convention, the anti-Tam ­ 
many delegates remaining aloof at first 
aud costing their votes for A. Schoon- 
makor, Jr. 
Mr. Kelly and his adherents 
supported that “elegant gentleman,” Clark­ 
son N. Potter, and, to give force to their 
opposition to Lucius Robinson, some of 
them added, with emphasis, to his name 
the 
words 
“a dem ocrat” 
But 
Kings 
county deserted Tammany and voted for 
Robinson, and then anti-Tammany wheeled 
into 
line 
and 
our 
present 
Governor 
received the nomination, much to Tam­ 
many’s chagrin. 
Nevertheless, it is true 
that, but for John Kelly’s bitter and de­ 
termined fight against Dorsbeimer, Robin­ 
son would not have been the candidate. 
Hence it may be truly said that the Gov­ 
ernor owes his office to John Kelly’s antipa­ 
thies to Mr, Tilden’s favorite candidate. 
Governor Robinson is a man of too much 
character to acknowledge such a debt by his 
official action, however deeply he may feel 
the obligation. 
It is even doubtful whether, 
if left to his own sense of rectitude, he would 
favor the designs of Kelly in the manage­ 
ment of the democratic party of the State. 
Mr. Kelly, therefore, thought it necessary to 
appeal to a different side of the Governor’s 
character. 
It was hoped that flattering 
personal attentions might have some effect 
on a man who has no further ambition to 
satisfy and is averse to political intrigues. 
Hence tbe great ovation was planned which 
made Union square the scene of a brilliant 
spectacle last evening. 
It was a studied at­ 
tem pt to make Mr. Robinson think himself 
the most popular Governor we have ever 
had, and, by thus working on his vanity, 
convert him into a pliable instrum ent of 
Tammany politics. 
There is a proverb 
against looking a gift horse in the mouth, 
and Governor Robinson is bound in all 
courtesy to accept this demonstration in the 
spirit in which it professes to be given, but 
lookers on are not bound to ignore the 
motives of so unwonted and interested a 
proceeding. 
Why, of all the Governors that have filled 
the office in our time, is Lucius Robinson 
singled out as the recipient of a greater 
compliment than has been bestowed on any 
of bis predecessors? What has he done 
during the five months he has been in office 
to entitle him to an ovation the like of 
which was. never bestowed on Seymour, or 
Morgan, or Dix or Tilden so early in their 
terms, 
or at all? 
It cannot be pre­ 
tended 
that he is a man 
of 
higher 
political standing, nor that he has yet 
rendered any great or resplendent service 
to the State. 
If Governor Tilden had re­ 
ceived such an ovation after the close of tho 
session, when he made his formidable as­ 
sault on tbe Canal Ring, the compliment 
might have seemed justified by the facts ; 
but nothing of the kind was thought of. 
If 
Governor Robinson were five months from 
the end of his term instead of five months 
from its beginning such a demonstration 
might bo intelligible as a device of bis 
friends for promoting his re-election ; but 
it is not so timed as to bo in tho interest of 
tlie 
Governor, 
but 
only 
in 
tho 
in­ 
terest of 
the 
political 
schemers 
who 
have gotten it up. 
They want his co­ 
operation, and, as he is not a man to be ap­ 
proached with ordinary vulgar bribes of­ 
fered to selfish interest or ambition, they 
try the seductive influence of attentions 
and flattery. 
This treatm ent of a Governor 
who is respectable, but not eminent, is so 
dispropoTtioned and unusual that ho must 
bo very much blinded by vanity if be does 
not see through tho motives which it would 
not become him to expose. 
If he is tho man 
we take him for he will not hold himself 
bound by his acceptance of these attentions 
to pay the expected price. 
Tho address of welcome was a little too 
frank to be quite discreet 
When Sam 
Ward, tho accomplished “ king of tho lobby,” 
gives one of bis charming dinners to mem­ 
bers of Congress whom he designs to cnp- 
turo he is too skilful to let the slightest inti­ 
mation escape him that he invited them for 
any other reason than his pleasure in their 


good fellowship. 
This is a chief point in 
tbe art by which flattery is made effective. 
But the Tammany orator who welcomed 
Governor Robinson was not so wary. 
He 
almost paraded tho differences between 
the 
Board 
of 
Aldermen 
and 
Mayor 
Ely, 
insisting at great length and in 
strong 
language on the mischief that 
would result from giving the Mayor the 
sole power of appointment. 
This topic 
came in with the worst grace possible, con­ 
sidering that Governor Robinson has had 
precisely the same experience with the Sen­ 
ate that Mayor Ely has had with the Alder­ 
men. 
But Tammany is too much occupied 
with its grievance against the Mayor to pay 
much regard to fitness or decorum. 
The 
fact that Tammany seized this occasion to 
declare its want of cuufidenoe in Mayor 
Ely is a significant clew to the motive of 
these extraordinary attentions to Governor 
Robinson. 
But the Governor was too dis­ 
creet to make any direct response to this 
virtual attack on the chief executive of the 
city.

An evening contemporary regrets that the 
whole proceeds of the new sale of bonds to 
the Syndicate are not to be set aside for 
redemption of greenbacks, instead of a 
amall proportion of them. 
This is a hasty 
judgment. 
If only the four and a half per 
cent bonds conld be disposed of at par tho 
criticism of our contemporary would bo per­ 
tinent, because their am ount is limited; 
and even if the whole three hundred mill­ 
ions 
authorized 
by 
law 
wore 
put 
on the 
market 
the residue now un­ 
sold 
would 
bring in 
no more gold 
than 
may be needed for 
redemption 
purposes. 
But the dem onstrated salability 
of the four per cents at par gives a wider 
scope for fiscal operations. 
It is quite pos­ 
sible for the refunding process to go on with­ 
out obstructing the necessary preparations 
for specie payments in 1879. 
With the four per cents at par it would be 
a blunder for the Treasury to stop refunding 
in the hope of facilitating resumption. Sec­ 
retary Sherman will probably get more gold 
available for resumption by continuing the 
refunding operations than he would if he 
should drop them, because the sales will pro­ 
ceed so much more rapidly that there will 
be a more diffused eagerness to invest in 
the new bonds when it is seen that the sup­ 
ply is likely to be exhausted. 
Tho people 
who will take the bonds consist of two 
classes—namely, those whoso money is al­ 
ready invested and those who have money 
at command for new investments. 
It is 
only from the latter class that gold can be 
obtained to form a reserve for redeeming 
the greenbocks. 
The other class, consist­ 
ing of people whose money is already well 
invested, will not voluntarily disturb thoir 
investments to purchase the new bonds. 
But 
the 
owners 
of 
tho 
five-twenty 
sixes 
can 
be 
made 
to 
do this 
by 
compulsion. 
The 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury 
can 
call 
in 
the 
six 
per 
cent bonds at 
pleasure. 
Most of the 
holders will prefer to take the new bonds 
rather than gold, bbcauke they ttóuld be 
puzzled to find any other equally good and 
safe investment. W ithout this coercion they 
would never surrender their six per cent 
bonds. 
If the Treasury should stop refund­ 
ing the public debt it would not thereby 
acquire any gold for resumption. 
It is only 
by 
the purchase of new bonds with 
capital not 
already 
invested 
in 
our 
government securities 
that a 
redemp­ 
tion fund 
can be 
accumulated. 
The 
refunding 
will 
consist 
for 
the most 
part in exchanges of the old bonds for the 
new, and will not interfere with the invest­ 
ment of fresh capital in the four per cents. 
Instead of interfering it will promote it by 
exhausting the supply of new bonds so 
rapidly as to quicken tho efforts of capital­ 
ists to got them while they may. 
It implies 
an oversight of fundam ental facts or a want 
of discrimination to suppose that with the 
four per cents at par refunding will impede 
resumption. The wise thing for Secretary 
Sherman to do is to set apart for resumption 
purposes the excess of what he receives over 
a virtual exchange of bonds. 
It would be 
absurd to stop these exchanges in the hope 
of thereby acquiring gold. 


Mexico. 
The arrival of General Escobedo, the 
military arm of President Lerdo, at New 
Orleans en route for the Rio Grande border, 
together with the announcement that his 
chief of staff is at Laredo—probable in itself, 
though coupled with the erroneous state­ 
ment that the General himself is also 
there—and that he is about organizing 
a force to attack New Laredo, opposite, 
is significant of tho opening of the cam­ 
paign of tho Lerdistas for the recovery ol 
the government from which they were so 
summarily expelled by the onward march 
of Diaz toward the national capital. 
To a 
casual observer the selection of a remote, 
thinly settled end illy provided section 
on the northern frontier as the initial 
point 
of 
effort 
would 
seem 
indica­ 
tive of weakness, promising slight hope 
of sncoess. 
The trath is, however, that 
here Escobedo is on his own fighting 
ground, and between him and Monterey-i- 
doubtless his immediate objective point— 
lie many of the haciendas and ranches from 
whence his cohorts wore recruited in the 
old time contest with the Empire under 
Mnximilion. 
Should he be successful in 
capturing New Laredo, which is without 
natural or artificial defences, poorly gar­ 
risoned and with a population in sympathy 
with him, his bugle blast sounding along 
the line of march to Monterey wonld call 
to his side hundreds 
of 
his old fol­ 
lowers, 
which 
would 
render the fall 
of tho chief city of Nueva Leon highly 
probable. 
In the States of Saltillo and San 
Luis Potosi, through which his continued 
march toward the capital would naturally 
lead him, the Lerdista element largely pre- 
dominatos, and this, added to the pop­ 
ularity of Escobedo in these States, over 
both of which he Ixas been Governor, con­ 
stitutes another im portant element in esti­ 
mating tho p ro b ^ilitics of success. 
Indica­ 
tions ol well organized Lerdista movements 
in Western and Southwestern Mexico are 
also apparent, which, taken in eonneotiou 
with the efforts being made under Escobedo's 
immediate direction in tho Centm l States, 


evince that lively times may bo anticipated 
within the borders of our sister Republic 
during the coming season.

ation for some weeks and it was supposed 
that the dog days would find us tolerably 
safe from the dreaded and horrible dis­ 
ease. 
Our worthy city authorities move

slowly.

the rate they have 
heretofore 
adopted 
we 
may 
prob­ 
ably 
hope 
that 
a 
pound 
will 
be 
in readiness and dog catchers appointed 
somewhere in the neighborhood of Christ­ 
mas, and that the duty of putting muzzles 
on the months of vagrant curs will be en­ 
forced about the time that their tails are in 
danger of being frozen oft 
Seriously, if 
tho people are to be protected at all from a 
borrible danger, it is tho duty of tho Mayor 
to see that the dog law is enforced at once 
and strictly, and that every unmuzzled or 
unchained dog is driven from the streets.

By mail from tho Peruvian const comes a 
tale of disaster and ruin which happily it 
seldom fulls to our lot to publish. 
Tho 
earthquake that recently disturbed tho bed 
of tho Pacific Ocean from Japan to Peru, and 
which was followed by terrific waves on tho 
coast of South America, has brought de­ 
struction to many thriving towns uud death 
to hundreds of their populations. 
In 
the acconnt 
which will be found on 
another page this morning 
tho cause 
of the great tidal wave, as it is called, is at­ 
tributed to tbe eruption of tbe volcano of 
Haga, on tho frontier of Peru ; but such 
em ptions are the effects, not the canses, of 
volcanic 
disturbances. 
The 
enormous 
pressure developed by the generation of 
steam or gases beneath the earth’s crust 
along certain cavities that extend for thou­ 
sands of miles aud connect tho volcanic 
regions of the Old and New worlds together 
cause tho upheavals and rendings of the 
surtnco called 
earthquakes. 
Tho 
vol­ 


canoes are 
the outlet*, 
or what 
may 
be termed tbe ualety valves, of these subter­ 
ranean generators and reservoirs of pressure, 
uad it is from their craters that much of the 
superabundant gases and molten mutter are 
emitted daring eruptions. 
But alter long 
periods of rest these safety valves become 
clogged with igneous matter that has cooled 
into solidity ; then, when the pressure is 
suddenly increased, tho outlets are closed 
and a gigantic rupture takes place along the 
line Yvhere the 
force 
of 
internal 
ex­ 
pansion has 
accumulated. 
Often 
this 
rupture or 
upheaval 
takes place sim­ 
ultaneously 
with 
the 
eruptions. 
We 
know from accounts received from Peru 
and the Hawaiian Islands that the vol­ 
canoes at each place were extremely active 
during the progress of tbe convulsions on 
the 10th of May. 
But the volcanic waves 
that swept the coasts of South and Central 
America with such di-sostrous eftects have 
been developed by a direct upheaval, possi­ 
bly followed by a great subsidence, of the 
bed of the Pacific Ocean. 
The melancholy 
results chronicled in our correspondence 
must draw toward tho sufferers the practical 
sympathy of the world. 
It is only by deso­ 
lations of this character that we can realize 
how feeble man is. with all his intelligence, 
in presence of the incalculable forces of 
nature.

Proffress oY the 
W ar. 
At length the silence which has so long 
reigned over the Russian lines along the 
Danube has been broken and the thunder of 
the 
cannonade between 
Ginrgevo and 
Rustchuk is heard. 
This warlike music 
sounds like the signal for a 
general 
advance 
of 
the 
Russians; 
but 
then 
it may be but an alarm to divert the 
attention of the Turks from some quarter 
where they least expect an attack. 
The 
bombardment of Rustchuk in itself would 
mean nothing, because at long range the 
Russians could not hope to damage the de­ 
fences and inflict any perm anent injury on 
the Turkish stronghold. 
The idea that they 
will 
attem pt 
to 
cross 
the 
Danube 
at 
Rustchuk 
is 
simply 
ridiculous. 
Movements of this kind are among the 
most difficult in war, 
and are always 
made at a safe distance from the centres of 
the enemy’s strength. 
The reported suc­ 
cess of the Turks in removing Russian tor­ 
pedoes at Matchin and Lorn Palanka, below 
Widdin, indicates as much that the Rus­ 
sians are freely planting those obstructions 
at every favorable point along the river as 
that the 'Turks are active in removing them. 
From Asia Minor as well as from the 
Danube private despatches reach Const’anti- 
nople, giving an account of the hopeless con­ 
dition of the Turkish army. 
The men are 
miserably led, fed and clothed, although well 
armed. 
M ukhtar Pacha may be said to be 
in full retreat before the Russians and can 
barely save himself from being overwhelmed 
by the activity of his cavalry. 
As the Rus­ 
sians will by this time have practically con­ 
centrated in the valley before Erzeroum tbe 
fall of that city is now a mere question of 
time. 
The Turks recognize the inevita­ 
ble 
and 
their 
civil 
authorities 
have 
already abandoned 4k« doomed city. 
At 
the Turkish capital the revolutionary ele­ 
ment is still £>iving the government m uch 
trouble. 
The softas continue to buzz like 
hornets about the ears of the Commander of 
the Faithful, and he makes frantic snatches 
at them now and then to crush them be­ 
tween his imperial fingers. 
The removal 
from office ol the M inister of War and the 
Sultan’s father-in-law is demanded. 
The 
first named official can certainly be super­ 
seded, but it is rather questionable abo a t 
disposing of the second. 


O eitlnR a t B ottom Faots. 
According to the Herald’s special de­ 
spatches from Washington the Indian Ring 
is threatened anew with 
exposure and 
prosecution. 
Secretary Schnrz is said to be 
resolved to dive deep into what has un­ 
doubtedly been a very dirty pool, and to 
find out, if possible, tho iniquity that lies 
at the bottom. 
The committee of investiga­ 
tion, which has been set to work by the 
Secretary, is exhibiting much determination 
and the Indian Bureau is said to be in a 
ferment of excitement and terror. 
The 
custom of drawing supplies on a census 
furnished by the Indian agents is one pecu­ 
liarly open to fraud, and the rumor is that 
the numbers of Indians entitled to cloth­ 
ing, rations and other allowances- have 
been enormously overstated. 
By 
this 
means tbe Ring is supposed 
to 
have 
made 
vast 
sums of 
money, 
and no 
doubt, from the reckless character of those 
engaged in the nefarious business and the 
necessary extent of tbe combination, the 
frauds will be found to have been startlingly 
large in amount. 
It is also rumored that 
tho Land Department has had its share in 
the robberies. 
Bcrip supposed to have 
been issued for the Indiaus is alleged to 
have been usotl by the Ring. 
The land 
covered thereby would be stripped of its 
timber, and then by collusion in the Wash­ 
ington office the same scrip wonld bo lifted 
from the stripped land and located on a 
fresh piece. 
These stories are by no means 
new, but tho exposure and punishm ent of 
the delinquents wonld indeed be a novelty. 
The people will wish Secretary Schurz suc­ 
cess in his good work. 


Partios In OHio. 
Our special despatch from Cincinnati fore­ 
shadows the platforms upon which the two 
parties will present their candidates to the 
people of Ohio. 
It will be found that in 
tho main the doelarutions will be the same 
on both sides, and but for the cheap luxury of 
denouncing the fraudulentcharacter of Pres­ 
ident Hayes’ election, in which tho democrats 
will indulge, tho several candidates might 
change sides without any loss of principle. 
Tho democrats will indorse the President's 
¡Southern policy as sound and as unavoid­ 
able, because growing out of the necessity 
of circumstances, and the republicans will 
do much tho same. 
Indeed, the “ necessity 
of circumstances” part of the indorsem ent 
might afford a good bint to tbe republicans 
as to a method of satisfying those of their 
party who are not disposed 
to be too 
enthusiastic over the Bouthern situation. 
The democrats will demand the silver dol­ 
lar, but OH an additional inflation and not 
us a substitute for the greenback, while the 
republicans will also demand tbe remoneti­ 


zation of silver, although, aa our eorreapond- 
eutj says, “aa an additional help toward the 
speedy resumption of specie paym ents.” 
However, os both parties will commit them­ 
selves to the repeal of the anti-silver law* 
the flimsy pretence of “Speedy resumption” 
will scarcely frighten the inflation republi­ 
cans from their party ticket, unless they 
have other and stronger motives for aban­ 
doning it. 
We are not disposed to place reliance on 
the rumors of republican defection in Ohio. 
The people of that State are thrifty, and the 
republican portion of them will do their 
best in tho first election since the Presiden- 
tial contest to prove that they deserve soma 
consideration at the hands of the adm inistra­ 
tion. 
In all probability the election will be 
decided more by tho personal character of 
the candidates put in nomination than by tbe 
principles advanced on thoir behalf. 
Plat­ 
forms mean but little nowadays, and are 
getting more and more into disrepute. 
Horace Greeley, when he expressed his will­ 
ingness to spit on the platform of his party, 
was only a little ahead of the rest of tho 
world, as he was in most matters. 
Pew 
people would hesitate to commit such an 
act of indignity now, for the time is rapidly 
approaching when the people will despise 
all platforms of principles that are not 
written on the foreheads of the candidatee 
they are called npon to aupporf.

L o n d o k , June 12, 1877. 
The special correspondent of the H k b a ld 
et Oreagenth telegraphs that the Bussians 
commenced to bombard Kustehuk yester­ 
day evening. 
Their batteries opened a 
vigorous cannonade at an early hour, and it 
was continued 
with little 
intermission 
throughout the entire day. 
The Turks re­ 
turned the fire with 
interest, but the 
imount of damage done at either side is not 
yet known. 


THE CBOSSINO 09 THE DANUBE EXPECTED. 
This bombardment of Bustchuk, taken in 
connection with the feints recently made by 
the Bussians to cross the river and the 
general activity manifested at all points 
along their line, would seem to indicate an 
early attempt to force the passage of the 
Danube at two or more points. 
The at­ 
tack may be expected at any moment, and 
the Turks are actively preparing for a vigor­ 
ous resistance.

A special despatch from Vienna has the 
following;—“It would appear that the Bus- 
sian points for crossing the Danube will be 
chosen east and west of the Turkish quad­ 
rilateral, and that while the eastern column 
keeps in check the Turkish forces massed 
in and about tUe fortresses, the western 
column will act as a field army operating 
against the flank or rear of the Turkish 
position.

though with the greateat exertions they will 
scarcely be able to oppose anything like an 
equivalent force to the four corps concen­ 
trated by the Bussians on that side, yet, by 
taking up a central position between Plevna 
and Bela, with the help of monitors and 
batteries, they may throw considerable ob­ 
stacles in the way of crossing.” 


THE DANUBE BUDDENDT BISES. 
A special despatch from Vienna says the 
Donnbe suddenly rose on Sunday, overflow­ 
ing its banks. 
The rise was caused by the 
melting of snow and ice on the Carpathian 
Alps. 
This will again delay Bnssian opera­ 
tions. 
PEACE TAXAC ALL NONSENSE. 
The H e b aia) correspondent at Bncharest 
reports that the peace rumors which have 
been recently in circulation are entirely 
groundless. 
They would seem to have been 
founded upon the delay of the Bussians in 
crossing the Danube; but this delay is now 
nndorstood to be the result of the floods 
and other physical obstacles, which would 
have made the passage of the river on ex­ 
tremely 
hazardous 
undertaking. 
The 
ahnnces of concluding a peace before fight­ 
ing at least one or two decisive battles on 
the Turkish side of the Danube it is now 
known were never even considered by the 
Bussians. 


EOUMANIA SHALL BE EMANCIPATED. 
The fact is pretty generally nnderatood 
that Bussia is determined to emancipate 
Bulgaria at all hazards from, the rule of 
Turkey. 
It is said that the Czar has come

THE EOTPTIAN CONTIMOBNT BAILS.

The Turkish war ships having 
arrived to escort the transports the Khedive 


has no further excuse for delsy and 4,000 
men of the contingent started for Constan­ 
tinople yesterday, under the command of 
Prince Hasaan, the Khedive’s son. 


IMPOBTANT, BUT BBIEP. 
Mukhtar Pacha, under dato of June 10.

THE AOOBESSIVE KEASUBES OP TUBKBT. 
The insurrection in the neighborhood of 
Soukgoom Kaleh, among the Circassians, is 
reported to be spreading. 
The Turkish 
commanders are vigorously attempting to 
oat the Bussian communications. 


THB BOPTAS AOAIN AT WOBK. 
The H e b a ld correspondent at Constanti­ 
nople reports that the softos are again be­ 
coming troublesome, and the Porte, in ad­ 
dition to having a foreign war of immense 
proportions on its hands, has also to deal 
with internal disaffection, which may at any 
moment culminate in a bloody revolution. 
The influence of the softas over the popu­ 
lace is beyond all question, and if these 
troubles end in a triumph for the govern­ 
ment it will be something almost without 
precedent in Constantinople. 


PETITIONS AGAINST THB MINISTBBS. 
The government is endeavoring by vigor­ 
ous repressive measures to stamp out the 
softa agitation against the present ministry. 
On Friday a number of unsigned petitiona 
to the Sultan were seized by the police, 
which show that the friends of Midhat 
Faoha are still active and powerful. 
These 
petitions prayed for the speedy downfall of 
Bedif Pacha, the Minister of War, and Mah- 
moud Pacha, the Sultan's father-in-law, on 
the ground of inoompetenoy, but the usual 
demand for the recall of the exiled Midhat 
seems to have been left out. 


BALP-HEABTBD BEPBES8I0N. 
Ten BOfias, who are supposed to be the 
ringleaders of the agitation, were arrested, 
but it is not considered probable that the 
removal of such a small number of men will 
interfere materially with a movement which 
has evidently tak^n deep root among the 
population of the Turkish capital andcoqnts 
sympathizers in almost every branch of the 
public service. 
The Ministry is obliged 
to temper its severity with discretion, and 
fears to inflict a punishment which, while 
intended to strike terror, might result in 
provoking a popular uprising which would 
sweep the government out of existence. 


ANOTHEB TUBKISH LOAN. 
On Sunday the Turkish Chamber of Dep­ 
uties voted a loan to be raised within the 
Empire. 
The Porte is at its wits’ end to 


ra le a the necessary funds to carry on the 
war, and the resources of the country have 
drained to 4 h e utmost. 
The H e b a ld 
correspondent compares the Turkish Em­ 
pire to a sucked orange. 
It is not thought 
probable that any more money can be raised 
by loan. 
TUBKISH BETBENCHXENT. 
The Chamber of Deputies have voted the 
credits required by the Ministries of War 
and Marine, and adopted a resolution in 
favor of suppressing a number of super­ 
fluous posts in various departments. 


BAD PLIGHT OT THE TUBES IN ABMENIA. 
Private accounts received in Constantino­ 
ple from Erzeroum represent the Turkish 
army in Armenia as being in a sad condi­ 
tion. 
It is ill clothed, ill fed and badly 
commanded, and the only thing to make up 
for these very important deficiencies is the 
fact that it is well armed. 
The Turk, when 
fighting against the infidel, can endure 
many hardships without murmuring ; but 
the most indomitable patience and spirit 
can scarcely counterbalance the absence of 
the most necessary requirements of an army, 
especially when opposed to superior num­ 
bers, organization and discipline. 


BSTBEATIMO BIEOBE THE BUSSUNS. 
The Turks are rapidly retreating before 
the Bussians in Armenia, and are evidently 
determined not to risk a general engage­ 
ment, if possible, under such disadvan­ 
tageous conditions. 
Erzeroum is not ex­ 
pected to hold out six weeks, and its oc­ 
cupation by the Bussians is a foregone con­ 
clusion. 
The Turkish civil authorities of 
the city have already withdrawn, and a feel­ 
ing of the greatest despondency provoils. 


NO HOPE POB TOaUIT ON THE DANUBE. 
Private reports from the Army of the 
Danube received in tho Turkish capital are 
of tho most discouraging nature. 
The 
spirit of the men is good and they are well 
armed, but there is no organization, and 
little hope is entertained of offering an ef- 
fectnal resistance to the Buasian advance. 
A stnbborn fight will doubtless be made, 
and heavy losses inflicted on tbe Bussians; 
but one or two decisive battles must result 
in making tho Czar master of the greater 
portion of 
Bulgaria. 
Tho prospect is 
gloomy in the extreme.
